A charge of 50 cents a month 
to meet hospital expenses wait made, 
the company undertaking on its part 
to furnish medical attendance and to 
meet all outlays on this score. A 
charge, too. of 50 cents a month for 
the handling of mail appears to have 
been a common practice. At the end 
of each month the several cha/ges 
were deducted from the total amount 
due In wage*, and the balance was 
sent by cheque th the laborer. 

This company fcad a contract with 
the C. P. R. at the time of Its organi¬ 
sation.

Emigration from Japan Is regulated 
by a s- neral set, yt hlrh gives the gov- 
emment power . to . Is su e tealfoctlons 
from time to time, as to the classes of 
persons who may be permitted to emi¬ 
grate, and under what conditions this 
emigration will be allowed. These In¬ 
st ructions are. Issued to the ^vernnr* 
of the several prefecture* into which 
Jnv*n in- d ivid e d. Under Ihls policy 
emigration from Japan can take place 
only with tha consent ef-the govern¬ 
ment. which consent is signified by tha 
foreign nfflre issuing n passport. With¬ 
out the permission ot the foreign office 
no one can obtain a passport; without 
a passport no one can emigrate. 

Emigration may take place upon the 
initiative of Individuals desirous of 
going to another <i>untry. or at the In¬ 
stance of emigration companies formed 
for ^he purjtose of promoting emigra¬ 
tion. AH emigration companies are un¬ 
der the supervision and control of the 
government; they are obliged to carry 
on their business in conformity with 
tha Emigration. Aet and instruction* 
Issued by the government, and to give 
security In the nature of bonds that 
their dutica will be properly discharged 
and the obligations placed upon them 
duly met. These companies arc mvn- 
rfreed In large part of met^ of Influence 
and financial strength in Japan. 
Among the number are members ot 
the Diet. The companies have varied 
In site and number from time to time. 
During the past year there appear to 
have been six or eight of Importance, 
though the number was reduced con¬ 
siderably during the last month* of 
the year by the consolidation of sev¬ 
eral of the smaller concerns.

grate. Emigration companies under¬ 
take, as a part of their obligation, to 
bring back, when required, such emi¬ 
grants m* th ey may send rnit. Each 
1 ms*port Is separately numbered; It 
Imars the signature and seal of the 
minister of foreign affairs, the signa¬ 
ture and seal of tha person In wnosa 
name tt ha* been Issued, and Is made 
of a paper specially prepared for the 
purpose. The passports are examined 
by the marine police, who place their 
certificate upon them before the emi¬ 
grants leave the port. To attempt to 
leave without a passport or to pre¬ 
sent a fraudulent passport 1 * an of¬ 
fence. A passport cannot be used more 
than once, nor can It. without the pos¬ 
sibility of Immediate detection, be 
presented by a person other than him 
for whom It la Intended. The passport 
names the ebuntry to which It entitles 
tts holder to emigrate.
